fame within fixty Days before the Pr&tor. 

Mov*d by this Lawi one Gracchus accused 
Archias the Poet in fublick Judgment 
that he pretended himfelf to be a Citizen 
in the City, when he was not a Citis&n* 

for he denyd Archias to he upon Record 
in the confederate Cities, and at the 
Time of the Law made by Syflan dnd 
Carbo to have had a Manfion-Houf* 
in Italy, dnd. to have avouched it be- 
fart the Prston

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4 Cicero'* Firft Oration 

Cicero, as he entirely lov*d the Poet, de- 
fends him wrth this Oration, m a great 
Re fori and Concourfe of learned Men. 

And jfrfi of all he proves, that Archias 

was a legal Citizen, fince he was in* 

roPd tit Hreraclea, as well as other Ci- 

< ties ; and at that time when the Law was 

made, had a Dwelling- Houfe in Italy ; 

- and, in fine, had mouthed the fame he* 

. fore the Pr£tor. 

Then confideitng the Caufe rtas hut trifling, of 
it fiflfy he makes a Digreffion to tht com* 
rnon Topick of the Studies of Literature, 
and to the Fraije of Archias ; by which 
he Perfvades the fudges, that Archias* 
altbo* be was not a Citizen, yet he ought 
to be made free of the City, becaufe of 
his great Learning, and Merits towards 
the People of Rome'. 

And becauje u jeem'd new and: abfurd in 
a public k Court, to enter into the Com- 
inendations of Learnir»g y and the Per/on 
accused, Cicero exctifetb' bimjetf in hk 
Exordium, becaufe he introduced a new 
Way of pleading into the Forum, contra- 
ry to the Cujiom of Courts of Judicature. 

w This is the judicial kind of Oration, but 

the i State of it is conjectural, whether 

§, Archias be a free Denizen of Rome? 

This he confirms by Witneffes and Re~ 

cards, and confutes all Objections.

I own that I have not been 
meanly converfant ^ .or if th£re be any Rea- 
son of this Matter depending, to be drawi* 
from the Studies of the beft Arts and Di-

nefit and Advantage of a41 thefe Qualifi- 
cations. 

For as far as my Mind is able to review , 
the Space of my paft Life, aad to make the 
fartheft Remembrance of my Childhood, 20

And left any one fliould admire, perhaps, 
that I fay thus ^ becaufe this Mail's Faculty 

30 is of a different Nature, and not of this 
Method of Pleading or Difcipline : We 
our felves indeed have not all of us been 
ever entirely addi&ed to this Jcind of Study. 
For all Arts which appertain to Humani- 
ty, have fome common Connexion, and as 
•k^ were, ar* linked together by a fort of 
Kiadred, or Relation. 

35 fJut left it ftiould fecm a Surprize to 
any of you, that I ufe this kind of Ora- 
tory m a legal Debate, and in a publick 
Aflembly, when the Caufe is controverted 
before the Pra:tor, the moft felett Man of 
the Koman People, and before the ftri&e# 
Judges, in fo great a Convention and Re* 
fort of learned Men •, which is not only 

5 contrary to the Cuftom of judicial Proceed- 
ings, but alfo to the WW of Pleading in 
Courts. \ 

I beg of you, that in this Caufe, you 
would grant me this Libertyj^foited to the 
Caufe of this Defendant ^ without being 
troublefome to you, as 1 hope, that in this 
Concourfeof moft learned Men, out of your 
fingular Humanity, and before thisProtor, 

TO in fine, giving his Judgment ; you would fuf- 
fer me, I iay^ pleading for the greateft Poet, 
and the greateft Scholar, to fpeak a little 
more freely of the Studies of Humanity, 
and ingenious Literature: And in Defence 
of fuch a Perlbn, who, becaufe of his Eafe 
and Employment, has been very little Con- 

ijverfantin judicial Matters, and Dangers, to 

make 
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make ufe of almoft a new and unufual 
kind of Eloquence. 

. But, and if I may think that Liberty al- 
low'd me, and granted by you, truly f 
fliall male it appear, that this A* Lkinlus 
ought not only not to be feparated from 
the Number of Citizens, fince he is a Ci- 
tizen; but alio that if he was not, you 20 
ought in your own Judgment to make hint 
-one upon Record, 

For ib fbon as Archias came to Maturity, 
and left olf ftudying th< ie Arts, by which : 
our Childhood ulestobe train d up to Hu- 2 * 
man ; ty, he betook himielf to the Bufmefe 
of writing. 

, Firft at Anting (for there he was born in 
% noble Place, and once a fomcus, and plen- 
tiful City, and abounding with moft learned 
Men, as well as moil liberal Studies) it hap- 
pened that he fbon excelf d all others in the 
Glory of his Wit. Afterwards in other 30 
Parts of Ada, and all over Greece, his Ar- 
rival was ib mu:h celebrated, that the Ex- 
peftatioa of the Man exceeded the Fame 
of his Wit, and his Coming with their Acf- 
mirat ; on iiirpais'd the Expectation of his 
Arrival. 

Italy at that Time abounded with the Arts 
and Difciplines of Greece •, and thole Studies 
alio were more eagerly cult ; v:ited in La- ^ 
tiurn, than they are now in the fame Towns ; 
and at Rome k?re, rhey were not neglefted, 
becaufe of the Tranquility of the State. 

And therefore both the TArcntlnes, and

5 BeiiJg fo much celebrated for his great 
Fame, and known even to thole that never 
law him, he came, to Rome in the Conful- 

, ihip of Marius, and Catulus. He firft got? 
the Favour of both thole Confulsv one of 
which gave Ear to his Writing of th# great- 
eft Affairs, as they were tranfa&ed; the 

i o other alfo employ 'd him to write dowfii 
the Records of State, as well as his bwii 
Studies. 

Immediately theLuculii, at that. time when 
Arbias alfo wore the Purple Robe of State, 
received him into their own Family. BuC 
this was not only owing to his great Wit. 
and good Learning, but alfo to his gooa 
Nature, prudent Conduft and Virtue-, ioj 
that the Houfe which had been the firft 

x 5 Fjiccurager of his Youth, was ftill 'the mof? 
friendly to his old Age. 

In thole Days he was delightful to Q. 
Mcteilus the Numidian, and to his Son Tins ; 
he was entertain'd of M. ^S.rnilhs as his In-; 
ftru&or ; Fie livM with Q. Catulus y both Fa- 
ther and Son ^ He was kindly refpe&ed by 
L. Crajjfus: but he was very greatly honoured 

*o whe i he oblig'd the Lucvlli, and 'Unfits, and 
the Otfavili and fato y and the whole Family 
of the Honcnfiam-) by his Acquaintance and 
Conversation : So thr«t they who defired 
either to hear or uridgrftand any thing, 
did not onty. reverence hiip *, but alio even 



they, who perhaps did onjjf diirembie. 
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In the mean time, when he was gone 2* 
a great Way with L. Lucullus into Cilicia, 
and when he departed out of that Province 
with the fame Lucullus, he came a long Jour- : 
ney to Hcraclea-, which being a City go- 
verned by the moft equitable Laws, and 
the jufleft Alliance, he was willing to be 
made free of that Corporation; and as hi 
>as thought worthy of it by his own Me- 
rit, he eafily obtaind it of ' the Heracleans\ 30 
I3y the Favour and Authority of Lucullus. - 
: Thfs Freedom was granted by the Law 
'•of SylUn and Cxrbo, if any Peribns had been : 
•inrolFd in the confederate Cities ; if they 
had a Manfion-Houfe in July at that time, 
when the Law was made; and they had 35 
-avouchM it before the Praetor within fixty 
'Days: feeing tha: JrchUs had for many 
Years a Ma t Jion-Houfe at Rome, and did 
avcurh it before the Praetor, O. Metellus 
his moft familiar Friend. If we fpenk of 
nothing elfe, but h*'s Freedom arid the Law \ 
t'have no more to fay, the Gaiife is our owri !■' ~ 

For which of thele Arguments, Gracchus ! 
pan you refute? Will you deny htm to be * 
lipon Record at Beraclcat L. Lucullus is in 
Court, a Gentleman of very great Autho- - 
,i:ity, Conference, and' Integrity j who favs 
he does not only think % but knows it ;~~ 
that Ke did not heir it, but faw it ; that 
he was not only preOnf, but a&ed and ma- IO 
naued the Affair himfelf. f 

The CommiAioners of Heraclea are \ti 
Court too, very noble Men, who came hi- 
gher upon the Account of this Trial, w^'rh 
their Credentials and publick Authority •• and. ♦ 

tliey 
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•o Cicero'j Fir/i Oration 

they affirm that he was inrolfd, and upon 
Record at HtracU*. 
Here you ask for the Regifters and Record? 
1 5 of the He ra cUdns } which we all know were 
loft in the Mick War, when the Exche- 
quer was burnt. And 'ti$ ridiculous to iky 
pothing of thofe Vouchers which we have, 
and to enquire for thofe things, which we are 
pot able to produce; and not to fpeak of 
the Remembrance of Men^, but importu* 
rate!y to demand the Memorial of Deeds : 
And when you have the Teftimony of a 

20 very honourable Gentleman, as well as the 
Oath and Fidelity of a moft uncorrupted 
Incorporation $, to rejeflfc thefe things which 
by no Means can be misinterpreted, or 
deprave 1 ^ and to ask for Writings and l^ 
flruments, which you your felf affirm are 
frequently corrupted and falfifyed. 

Had he not a Manfton^Houfe at Romcf 
He, who for lb many Years before the Fre$» 
dom was granted him, made Home the Founda- 

25tion of all his Concerns, and the Seat of 
his own, Fortune? But did he not avouch 

^ it ? He did certifie it by thofe Records* 
which alone from that Certificate, ana 
Court of the Prators, have the Authority 
of publick Statutes? 

30 For when the Records of Apfius were faid 
to be more negligently kept than was fit- 
ting, the Levity of G*binius, fo long as it 
was out of Danger, and his Calamity after 
Condemnation, had canceled all the Credit 
of the Statute- Books and Records •, AteteUn$ 7 
a moft devout, and themodefteft of all Men, 

55 took fuch great Care, that he came to I. 

Lcntulus 
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Imvivs the Yv&QXy and to the Judges, and 
faid that he was extremely concern'd at the 
biotting of om 2Simi*e. &vt ux theik Regi- 
ijsrs, you tee no Blur or Mark of JDLfgrace 
i*po;i the Name ok \A. Lit'mius. And fince 
Matters -an? to, what is the Ketffen that 
you ihouJd. doubt of Jm Freedom? efpe- 
cially, fiace he hath beet* mrolfd m other 
incorporate Towns. 

Far £nce Men in Grme frankly feeilow'd 
Freedoms gratis upoa many mean Periods, 5 
that wece quality'd,. either wkh none, or 
*erjr mean hm$ ioyanents ; I am of Opinv 
IttOD that the Kteginians, or Locrenftmis y or 
Neapolitans, or the Torcntines, wou d riot have 
ittfufai the Privilege to this Poet, endu'd 
vitb the mofi excellent Chant&er of good 
natural Parts, which they us'd to beflow on 
thofe Drudges and Mec&anicks, that dreft'd IO 
lip their Thejatxes^ 

Why ? Since fbme oot only rafter their 
Freedom granted, hut alio after; the Papiac- 
Law, by Come means, or other, have crept 
into the publick Writings of their incorpo- 
rated Towns i ftali he he reje&ed that does 
not raakeufe eyen of thofe Reg^fters, wherer 
in he is inrollM, becaufe he always had a x - 
mincj to be reckoa'd an Hcracleanl With- 
out doubt you willask for the Valuation of 
our Sub&ance, forfboth ! But 'tis a thing im^ 
known to the fucceeding Cenfcrs, that acv 
companied that mofl: renown'd General 
Z. Lueulfas with his Army in the Time of 
the former Cenfors; that he was with him, 
when he was Quaefior or Treafurer in Afi* y 
Julius and Qtajfus being the firft j and that no ' 

part 
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20 part of the People was then cefs*d, valu'8, 
or regifter'd. ' 

But becaufe this Valuation does not cor r 
robojrate the Freedom of the City ^ and 
barely fhews that he who is valued did then 
pretend himfelf to be a Citizen, in thofe 
Days which you complain of, and that hi$ 
Judgment truly was unacquainted with the 
Rites and Privileges of the Roman Citizens. 
He hath often both made his Will accor- 
ds ding to our Laws, and hath enter'd upoii 
Inheritances of Roman Citizens •, and among 
his other Privileges, has been brought to 
the Publick Treafury by X. Lucullus, both 
being Praetor and Conful. 
Seek for other Objeftions if you can> 
30 for he never will be convifted here, neither 
in his own Judgment, nor by that of his 
Friends. You'll ask of us, Gracchus, why 
we are fo vehemently delighted with this 
Man? Why? becaufe he relieves us with 
his Gonverfation, both when the Mind 
ought to be refrefhM after the Noife of 
the Court, and when our Ears tired with 
35 wrangling ought to have fbme Refpite and 
Reft. Do you think that it is poflible tp 
. help us? le^ing that we are daily embroil- 
ed in fuch a vaft Variety of Aib'ons^ unr 
lefs we improve our Minds by Learnings 
or can our Minds ■ be able to endure fo 
great a Wangling and Contention, unlefs we 
refrefti them with the feme Learning? But 
I own that I have given my Mind to thefe 
Studies:, let it afhame others, if there be 
any, who have fo buried themfelves in 
Letters, that they, can neither contribute 

any 
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any thing to their common Profeifion, nor 5 
bring their Learning into Light and Ap- 
pearance. 

But why ihould it afhame me ? who 
have liv'd thus fo many Years, Judicious Au- 
ditors i that from thefe Employments no 
Profit nor Leifere hath ever obfhu&ed me >IO 
no Pleafure hath given me any Avocation, 
nor even deep it felf hath retarded my 
Application. 

Wherefore* who can finally reproach me 1 * 
or who can with juft Reaton be offended 
at me ; if as much time as is granted to 
Others to difcharge their own Affairs, as 
much as is given to keep up their Plays on 
Holy-Days, a* much as is allow'd to ea-j- 
>oy 'their PteafuFes, and for the Reft of 
the Body, and the Refreshment of the Mind j 
as much as fome fet apart for intemperate 
Banquets; as much as others take, laftly,for 
playing at Dice, and at Ball y I fhall employ 
ib much Time to improve thefe Studies ? 20 

And this is fo much the more to be grant- 
ed me, becaufe that from thefe Studies this 
Speech and the Faculty of it proceeds j, 
which, how mean foever it is in me, hath ne- 
ver been wanting upon the Tryals of my. 
Friends. Which if any think trifling, I 
certainly perceive from what Fountain I 
ihall draw thofe Things which really are 25 
Principal. 

, For unlefs from my Youth, I had per- 
fwaded my felf, through the Precepts and 
great Learning of many Men^ that nothing 
Fas fo much to be defired in this Life, 
as Commendation and Honefty : 7 But that

How many Writer?, both 6Wri and £** 
**>, have left us the Effigies of the brawflr 
Heroes drawn otit at kmgth, not only foe 
our Inlpettion, bat alio our Imitation,? 
Which I always: ferting Before me iu the' 

* Government df the State, did conform mj 
Mind and Inclination, according to the 
Confiderations of thefe excellent Men? 
Same Perfon will ask, What! 5 wertf 

V not thole great Men theftrffelves, whqfe 
Virtues are delitfer T d down in Writing, inf 
ftru&ed fn that Learning which ydu pjrnife 

xo and extoi? It is hard to tfrove this of 
them all > but yet I am tfefolv'tf tfhat td 
arifwer. 

I own that there have been many Men of 
frn excellent Courage and Condiift, who, 
without Learning, have appeared df tbem- 

ijfelves both temperate and grave, by the 
Habit of Nature her felf atmoft divine. 
I add, that Nature without Learning ha* 
eftener conduced more to Praife and Virtue, 
than Learning without Nature. And I con^ 
tend for the fame* that when fbtHe cer- 
tain 
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taia Reafon tod Corroboration of Learn* 20 
ing hath improved an excellent and iUuftri* .- 
ous Nature ; then iosaething that is fingu- 
lar and remarkable happens to appear: 
Of this Number was that Divine Afrcanm^ 
whom our Forefathers law ; of this, C. L*~ '■ 
lim y L* Furim, very modeft and foberMen^2$ 
of this, the braveft Man, and the moft 
learned in thole Days, At. Cm* the Elder; 
who truly, had they not been affifted fay 
Learning to perceive and adore Virtue, 
had never betaken themfcives to the Study 
of it. 

But if in this Cafe fo great an Advao- 30 
tage did not appear, aad if from thole Stu- 
dies, Delight only was defired^ yet am I 
Of Opinion, you would fudge this the 
moft humane and liberal Dtverfion of the 
Mind. For the other Studies are not pro- 
per for all Times, nor for all Ages, nor 
Countries. 

Thefe Studies nurie up Youth, delight 35 
old Age, adorn Profperity, yield a Re* 
fiige and Comfort to thofe m Adverfity, De- 
light at home, do not hinder abroad, 
ijpend whole Nighty travel abroad, and 
owell in the Country with us. But if we 
our felves were not able to reach thofe 
things, nor tafie them with our own 
Senle* ; yet ftould we admire them, when $ 
we lee thert in others. 

Which of us was of fuch a lavage and 
kard hearted a Diipofition, that was not 
concerned lately at the Death of Rofdns ? 
who, although he daed old, yet for his ex-

rences which were then in Agitation ! 
How often recolleft himfelf, and fpeak the 
iame thing in different Words and Sentences ! 
But thofe which he had writ accurately and 
with Deliberation, I have feen fo ftri&ly 

25 examined and approved, that they cameupl 
to the Praife of the ancient Writers. 

May I not love this Man ? May I not 
admire him ? May I think not to maintain 
his Caufe with all the Arguments in my 
Power ? But fo have we receiv'd it from the 
greateft and the moft learned Men, that 
the Studies of our other Employments are 
difcovered by Learning, Inftru&ion, and Art : 
But a Poet excels by Nature it felf, and 
is excited by the Energy of his own Mind, 
and as it were divinely infp ; red. 

'30 ' Wherefore our inriu* calls the Poets^ 
Holy, by frs otvi> Authority, that they majr* 
feem recommended to us,' as it were, by fome 
Gift and Infpjration of the Gods. Andf 

T S 5 therefore, ray Lords, let this Name of Poet 

be 
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tbe lacred ambngft yoii, the moil ingenious f 
of Meh, which nb Barbarity hath ever yet 
violated. Rocks attd Dfeferts aitfwer with 
an Eccho ; Savage Beafis are oftentimes 
charnf d arid ftand amaz'd at their Harmo- 
ny : Can we that are trained tip to th£ 
bfeft ©f ThingSi nbt be iftov'd Krith the 
heavenly Voice of Poets ? 

The Colcfhonians claim Hothet as their 6vtoi f 
free Denizen, the Chiaks challenge him ti 
theirs, the Salamimans demand him again 
fdr their bwn$ but the Srhyrntant aflert him 
to be their natural bbrii Citilen$ arkl there^ 
fore have alfo dedicated a Temple to him 
in their Town of Smyrna. There are * 
great many befidfes at Daggers-drawing i- 
znong themfelves* and contend for him; 

If they then defti*nd a Stranger wh<* 
was a Poet to be theirs, even after his 
Death, ihall nbt We accent of thifc living 
One, who both by his own good Willi andicJ 
the Laws, is ours already ?
